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STREAMLINER: «c ity of San Francisco,”’ World’s 


Ultra-Modern Speed Train, Goes into Service on June 14 


Heraiding a new cra in rail travel 
over the historic Overland Route be- 
tween San Francisco and Chicago, the 
“City of San Francisco,” the world’s 
newest streamlined train, will go into 
regular service Sunday, June 14. The 
initial trip will be made from Southern 
Pacifie’s western terminal at Oakland 
Pier, across the bay from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Cutting about 19 hours from the 
fastest time now made between these 
two cities, the lightweight eleven-car 
Diesel-clectric flyer will streak across 
the western country at speeds ranging 
up to 95 miles an hour, to make the 
2,263-mile run in 39 hours 45 minutes. 
This means the saving of a business 
day to rail travelers with only one day 
and tivo nights being consumed ep- 
route. 

Operated jointly by the Southern 


Pacific, Union Pacific and Chicago & 
North Western, the “City of San Fran- 
cisco” will make five roundtrips each 
month over the rails of these three com- 
panics, leaving San Francisco on the 
2nd, 8th, 14th, 20th and 26th of each 
month, and from Chicago on the 5th, 
llth, 17th, 28rd and the 29th of each 
month, 

Leaving San Francisco on the 3:40 
pm. ferry beat, connecting with the 
streamliner at Oakland Pier, passengers 
will arrive in Chicago at 9:30 a.m. the 
second morning, making direct connec- 
tions with trains for all the larger east- 
ern cities. Westbound the train will 
leave Union Station in Chicago at 6:15 
p.m., arriving in San Francisco at 7:52 
a.m, the second morning. 

Built at the Pullman Standard Car 
Manufacturing plant in Chicago at a 
cost of about $1,150,000, the “City of

geared to the axles of the two power cars. The train has speed of over 100 miles an hour. 


San Francisco” embodies the newest 
and finest developments in stream- 
lined train design. It is brand new 
from stem to stern. But despite its 
dleckness and swiftness, the train pro- 
vides all the safety and comfort now 
found in heavier railroad equipment. 


Operating over the most direct route 
between the Pacific Coast and Chicago, 
the rail flyer will closely follow the his- 
toric Overland Trail blazed decades 
ago by the “covered wagon,” stage 
coach, Pony Express, and the tiny 
wood-burning ‘iron horse” of the old 
Central Pacific Railroad, parent com- 
pany of the present Southern Pacific. 

Making its first trial run to the Pa- 
cific Coast, the “City of San Francisco” 
reached 8. P. lines from the Union Pa- 
cific at Ogden on June 1. It was met 
there by Vice President J. H. Dyer and 
a group of operating, engineering and 
traffic officials who took it out of Ogden 
the next morning and rode it during 
the remainder of that week on a series 
of test and break-in trips over the 
mountain grades and eurves of the 


Sierra in California and the Pequops of 


Nevada. 


Following these trial runs between 
Ogden and Oakland Pier, the stream- 
liner was brought into San Francisco at 
Third Street Station where at 2 premier 
exhibition Sunday evening, June 7, the 
train was inspected by more than 3,000 
visitors. 


This showing was followed the next 
day by another exhibition in San Fran- 
cisco when 17,271 persons passed. 
through the train between 9 a.m. and 
10:30 p.m. The train then moved on to 
San Jose, Palo Alto, Fresno, Stockton, 
Sacramento and Oakland in succeeding 
days to afford as many people as possi- 
ble an opportunity to inspect the 
world’s newest creation in passenger 
trains. 

Prior to the train’s initial departure 
in regular service on June 14, dedication 
ceremonies will be held at Oakland 
Pier, with a program broadcast over 
KPO between 2:30 and 8 p.m. 


. The Train: The ‘Streamliner 


“City of San Fran- 
cisco” has passenger carrying capacity 
of 170, divided 84 in ‘sleeping cars and 
86 in-the two coaches. It consists of 
two power cars, a mail and baggage car, 
baggage-dormitory-kitchen car, :diner- 
lounge car, four Pullman sleeping cars, 
a coach and a combination coach-buffet 
at the end of the train.

light-weight aluminum alloy, 
except for the two power cars 
made of special high tensile 
steel, it weighs only about 530 
tons, approximately half as 
auch as 4 conventional train of 
the same number of cars. It 
is 725 feet long. 


Smooth Riding 


The entire train is streamlined and 
fully articulated (cars joined on a com- 
mon truck, with rear of one car riding 
on same truck as front of trailing car), 
except that the two-car power unit 
may be detached from the rest of the 
train and another power unit coupled 
thereto. 

Cars are all of standard width inside, 
but are at least 214 feet lower in roof 
height above the rails than ordinary 
cars, This gives the train a low center 
of gravity, an item in the general de- 
sign that contributes much to the ex- 
ceptionally smooth and comfortable 
riding the passenger experiences at all 
speeds; the streamliner literally hugs 
the rails, 


Gliding Effect 


There are, of course, numerous other 
factors that play an important part in 


this remarkable feature of smooth rid- 
ing, which gives the passenger the sen- 
sation of gliding or floating along while 
relaxed in his seat. Specially designed 
electro-pnoumatie brakes make it pos- 
sible to bring the train under quick con- 
trol for a stop or slackening of speed, 
without noticeable vibrations to the 
passenger. Complete articulation of 
all but two front power cars makes it 
possible to brake the train as one unit 
rather than as separate cars and thus

eliminates all slack action that would 
otherwise cause bumping between cars. 
Starting und picking up speed is al- 
most unnoticcable. Contacting metal 
parts are insulated or cushioned with 
rubber to eliminate jars and bumping 
effects. Bodies of the cars rest on an 
improved design of resilient, spring- 
cushioned trucks, 


Sponge Rubber Cushioning 


The passenger will be particularly 
impressed with the comfort to be found 
in all seats, chairs and couches through- 
out the train, for they are cushioned in 
live or sponge rubber and covered with 
upholstering of frieze or curly mohair 
plush. There are no springs, just the 
smooth, cool, pliable sponge rubber 
cushioning that extends to the back, 
head and arm rests of seats in the 
coaches as well as in the sleeping car 
sections and rooms. Even the mattres- 
ses in the berths arc of sponge rubber. 

The train is completely air-condi- 
tioned. Windows of extra width and 
of double shatter-proof plate glass 
are permanently scaled to exclude dust 
or dirt. Air in the cars is changed every 
four minutes, maintaining comfortable 
temperature at the proper humidity 
without drafts. Complete insulation 
gives protection within the cars against

both atmospheric conditions und out- 
side noises. 

Outside, the train resembles a huge 
projectile on wheels, appearing as one 
complete unit with the connections be~ 
tween cars entirely concealed by dia- 
phragms of extra-stretch pigmented 
rubber, making the entire train prac- 
tically an unbroken tubular section. 

éxterior painting is autumn brown, 
top and bottom, with sides and rounded 
nose of armour yellow—a color com- 
bination selected beeause if can be 
easily scen at great distances. Trim- 
mings on outside of train, including 
hand holds and ladder guards, are 
chromium plated. 

Interior of the train is in simple but 
striking design. Several color schemes 
have been used for the walls, uphol- 
stery, carpet and other furnishings in 
the various cars. Effective and delicate 
shadings of bluc, rose and gray are the 
predominant combinations. In all cars 
the vaulted ceiling color is bluish- 
white, which greatly facilitates the in- 
direct lighting to give a soft illumina- 
tion without glare or shadow. The 
lighter shades of the various color 
schemes employed, are applied from 
the ceiling down to the darker shades 
below the window sills. Aluminum 
moldings give a pleasing and modern- 
istic touch, as does the horizontal strip- 
ing of the window shades to simulate 
Venctian blinds. 

ways The streamliner is pow- 
Power: ered with two 16-cylinder, 
V-type Diesel engines, each develop- 
ing 1,200 horsepower, which drive gen- 
erators supplying electrie energy to 
eight traction motors geared to the 
axles of the power cars. Either or both 
engines in the two power cars may be 
used at any time. A small ruxiliary en- 
gine in ong of the power cars and one jn 


baggage car, generate clectricity for 
air-conditioning, lighting, and other 
train uses. Diesel oil, a non-explosive 
fuel, is used for the two engines. 

Control of the entire power plant 
centers in the cab above and in front of 
the engine in the first car. The ele- 
vated cab with its remote controls for 
dual engines, the dual fog-penetrating 
headlights that cast both vertical and 
horizontal beams, the increased visi- 
bility of the motor-engineer, the long- 
range siren, and a dual air-braking 
system throughout the train especially 
designed to insure utmost safety at 
high speeds, are other outstanding 
features. 
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An electric speed indicator ‘is driven 
from the end of one of the front power 
truck axles, with a- dial-in -the cab to 
show train -specds. . The. train is 
equipped with automatie ‘train control 
with indicating lights in engine cab. 

Provision is made to automatically 
stop the train should anything happen 
to the motor-engincer. He either con- 
stantly keeps his foot on a pedal or his 
hand holding the brake valve handle, 
and if for any reason his hand held and 
foot pressure are broken, the power is 
automatically shut off, the brakes 
applied, and the train comes to a stop. 
This emergency safety precaution is 
commonly called “deed man” control. 

An important innovation is the inter- 
communicating telephone system for 
exclusive use of the train and engine 
crews. There are four telephone sta- 
tions, one in the first power car cab, 
one in the second power car, one in the 
front baggage section, and one in the 
buffet-car at the end of the train. 

Warning devices consist of a dual 
pneuphonie horn in addition to a bell. 
There is also a pneuphonic horn at the 
rear end of the train for use during 
back-up operations.

“City of San Francisco” represent the 
last word in sleeping car design and 
luxury. Their names—‘‘Oahu,’’ 
“Hawaii,” “Lanai,” and “Honotulu’— 
honor three islands and the principal 
city of the Hawaiian group. Three of 
the cars are of the section type with 11 
lower and 11 upper berths; two having 
the open sections with headboard par- 
titions; the other being a semi-closed 
type.

Six of the bedrooms may be used singly 
or en suite. No detail of convenience 
and comfort has escaped attention; 
there is even a niche on the wall at the 
head of the bed to securely and safely 
hold a man’s or woman’s watch. 

In the semi-closed type Pullman, 
each section has, in addition to the cus- 
tomary curtain, an aluminum sliding 
panel which is closed at night. During 
the day the panel may be opened, giv- 
ing semi-privacy, or may be closed to 
furnish the privacy of the usual com- 
partment. Upper berths in all sections 
have windows and are fitted with stair- 
ways which automatically fold up 
against the side of the section when not 
in use, and which are left in position 
all night. Two sections in each of the 
three cars are of extra Jength to accom- 
modate tall persons.

tail sections between the lounge and 
diner portions of the car, represents a 
complete departure in dining car de- 
sign. The lounge is equipped with 
radio, writing desk, tables for cards, 
and a well-stocked library of magazines 
and newspapers and is separated from 
the dining section by an aluminum 
grill work and- colored glass partition 
that. is particularly effective and novel. 

The walls are finished in French gray 
of graded shades with satin finish 
aluminum bands and moldings; the 
window capping is black, Carpet 
throughout the car is of.a henna shade 
applied ‘over one-quarter inch sponge- 
rubber - padding... Sofas and chairs, 
deeply cushioned with sponge-rubber, 
are covered with.a two-tone chevron 
motif mohair.and a green curly mohair. 
Window shades have the Venetian 
blind effect. i: 

Forward’ of the Jounge is the diner 
that accommodates forty, persons, with 


tables so arranged that four passengers 
may occupy each table. The kitchen is 
compactly and scientifically arranged 
to facilitate the preparation of finest, 
meals in a very limited space. Com- 
pressed logs of sawdust are used for fuel 
in cooking. 

. The spacious coach 
Coaches: which is next to the last 
car on the train, accommodates 48 pass- 
engers. The coach-buffet seats 38 per- 
sons, and in the fin-like tail of this last 
car of the train there is 4 unique buffet- 
kitchen from which meals and refresh- 
ments are served. 

Passengers in the two coaches, if they 
do not care to eat in the diner, are served

at their seats on individual tables, 
whieh can also be used for writing or 
other purposes, and which, when not in 
use, may be concealed in the recess in 
the back of each coach seat. All seats 
in the two coaches are deeply cushioned. 
with sponge rubber and may be ad- 
justed to several positions to insure 
utmost comfort. 

Walls of both coaches are finished in 
metallic blue of graded shades with 
aluminum moldings and black window 
capping. Two-tone cork tiles in squares 
eover the main flooring. Carpet aisle 
strips are of mauve shade, with gold 
and bine border line, applied over 
quarter-inch sponge rubber padding. 
The seats are constructed of aluminum 
and upholstered in two-tone amber gold 
mohair over the rubber cushions and 
backs, 

There are radio loud speakers in each 
coach. Fresh pillows are furnished 
free and porter service is provided with- 
out charge. Lights are dimmed at 
night to insure restful sleeping, the sub- 
stitution of a subdued bluish light 
for the ordinary white light, being most, 
effective. 

To prevent crowding and provide 
individual accommodations fer cach 
passenger, all seats in the coaches arc 
numbered and reserved in advance. 

« In addition to its 
Stewardess: regular train crew, 
the “City of San Francisco” will have a 
Stewardess, providing another innova- 
tion in train service. The Stewardess 
is a registered graduate nurse and wil! 
look after the welfare of all passengers, 
as well as acting as hostess. Elderly 
women and mothers traveling with 
children will find her services most wel-

ated primarily to accommodate through 
passengers.

Clearing the way 
Signals: for operation of 
the streamliner, maintenance 
and construction crews were 
busy for several weeks on the 
Western, Sucramento and Salt Lake 
Divisions and on the section of the 
Western Pacific used jointly between 
Weso and Alazon, completing track and 
signal work necessary to insure safe and 
comfortable riding at high speeds. The 
track work consisted principally of 
lengthening the easement spirals on 
many curves. Signal work’ involved 
moving out distant automatic block 
signals to insure ample time to get the 
train under control for signal warnings, 
and extending highway crossing pro- 
tection circuits. 

Special facilitics for servicing the 
train have been installed at the West 
Alameda shops to take care of pre- 
cooling, charging batteries and supply- 
ing with fuel. Drop pits and machinery 
for removing trucks, wheels and motors 
for repair or maintenance were also in- 
stalled at the Alameda shops where 
certain facilities used in connection with 
equipment used in 8.

is of “semi-closed” type, sliding alumi- 
num panels close the sections to give 
effect of compartments, All upper 
berths have windows, and are fitted 
with folding stairways which are left in 
position all night. Two sections in each 
ear are extra long to accommodate tall 
persons. Fourth Pullman is “room” 
car, with seven bedrooms and two com- 
partments, all with upper and lower 
berths. Bedrooms may be used in 
pairs, as a large drawing room. 

Two coaches are at end of train, the 
last car ending in s buffet-kitchen for 
serving meals and refreshments to 
eoach passengers. Concealed tables, 
used either for meal service or writing, 
are recessed in backs of the seats. 
Coach-buffet has built-in radio, with 
connecting loud speaker in second 
eoach, 

Diner-Lounge: The dining section, 
together with two cocktail tables at 
diner end of lounge, seats 40 persons. 
The iounge, furnished with easy chairs 
and sofas, includes a built-in radio 
and library equipment. 

In addition to the regular train, en- 
gine and dining car crews, there will be 
a stewardess aboard who is a registered 
graduate nurse whose services will be 
particularly welcomed by mothers and. 
elderly passengers. 

Riding Comfort has been given 
special attention. The passenger has 
the feeling of gliding without jolt or jar 
regardless of the speed. Several factors 
contribute to this smooth riding. Low 


construction of the cars reduces the 
center of gravity and the train tends to 
hug the tracks. Electro-pneumatic 
brakes permit quick but easy slacken- 
ing of speed. Stopping and starting is 
without vibrations. Metal parts arc 
insulated with rubber to eliminate jars 
and bumping effects. An improved 
design of spring-cushioning is used in 
the trucks on which the car bodies ride. 
Articulation eliminates slack action be- 
tween cars. Every seat, back, arm and 
head rest in the coaches and sleeping 
cars, is deeply cushioned with live or 
Sponge rubber. There are no springs— 
just the smooth, cool, pliable rubber 
covered with frieze or curly mohair 
plush upholstering. Even the berth 
mattresses are of sponge rubber. 

Safety features include: Low center 
of gravity gives safe operation at high 
specds. Dual fog-penetrating head- 
lights cast both horizontal and vertical 
beams. Elevated cab in front permits 
long-range, unobstructed vision for 
motor-engineer. There are remote con- 
trols in the cab for the dual engines, 
also an electric speed indicator. Com- 
munication with the engineer by tele- 
phone is possible from three points in 
the train. If because of any emergency 
the motor-engineer releases both his 
foot or hand from the pedal or valve 
kept under constant control, the train 
will automatically come te a stop. Spee- 
ially designed brakes and articulation 
of car keep train under perfect eontrol. 
Warning siren can be heard over long 
range, and the brown and yellow color 
scheme can be seen at great distance 
as the speeding train approaches cross- 
ings.

CANTALOUPES: World’s Most Spectacular Fruit 


Movement Underway on S. P. Lines in the Imperial Valley 


It’s cantaloupe time in Imperial 
Valley! 

The “melon deal’ is on! 

Months of careful planning, planting, 
cultivating and nursing of melon vines 
is now bearing fruit. Picking that be- 
gan in the jatter part of April is now in 
full swing and will not taper off until 
late July. Packing sheds are hum- 
ming with activity. 

The railroad’s refrigerator cars, 
standing in readiness weeks in advance, 
are now parading into and out of the 
Valley. Solid trainloads of melons are 
being speeded castward for carliest pos- 
sible delivery to the markets of St. 
Louis, Chicago, New York and other 
regions of large consumption. 

Huge ice manufacturing plants capa- 
ble of turning out 680 tons, or nearly a 
million and a half pounds of ice daily, 
are in operation to augment the storage 
supply available for refrigerating Pa- 
cific Fruit Express cars. Ice consump- 
tion is enormous. Vor instance, dur- 
ing the last season, which was very 
small compared with other years, 
nearly 78,000 tons of ice was used by 
P.¥. E,, and in the peak day of June 
44, 2080 tons were used in icing and re- 
icing cars. 

Buyers From Whole Nation 

Buyers and representatives from all 
the leading produce dealers in the na- 
tion are there bidding for the fruit, giv- 
ing the whole “deal” a market exchange 
atmosphere as weather and other condi- 
tions in the populous regions of the east, 
and midwest create their effect on 
melon prices and consumption. 

The industry is giving direct em- 
ployment to many thousands of 
workers, and throughout the Valley a 
majority of the 60,000 inhabitants are 
inking part in this big job—the world’s 


most spectacular movement of perish- 
able fruit.

cold; perhaps a half melon with a 
scoop of iec cream. Or fill the half 
melon with raspberries, sliced ba- 
nanas, or with whipped cream and 
fresh fruit pulp.

Imperial Valley Cocktail: Place 
small sections of grapefruit in a 
sherbet glass about half full.

Place top of melon back 
on-and put in refrigerator to chill. 
Slice may be taken from bottom of 
melon to aid in keeping upright on - 
place for serving.

creates each year the heaviest con- 
centrated freight traffic movement 
handied on the entire railroad. 

Carload shipments of cantaloupes 
Gncluding also honeydews, honeyballs 
and casabas) have not been as heavy in 
the last few years, as compared with 
the peak movement of 21,504 cars in 
1931, but have, nevertheless, main- 
tained a position of pre-eminence in 
the list of freight commodities, 


Half the Melons of U. S. 


In addition to the shipments from 
Imperial Valley, which area produces 
half the cantaloupes grown in United 
States, Southern Pacific also handles 
considerable melon traffic from the 
Salt River Valley and Yuma districts 
in Arizona, and San Joaquin Valley of 
California, principally Turlock district. 

During the season of 1935, & total of 
9833 cars of cantaloupes were handled 
out of Imperial Valley, 1239 cars from 
Yuma Valley, 1005 from Salt River 
Valley, and about 2000 cars from San 
Joaquin Valley, or a total of about 
14,100 cars moved on the Company’s 
Pacific Lines. Present estimates are 
that'shipments for this season will be 
considerably larger, with 10,500 cars 
expected from Imperial Valley. 

Because of the highly perishable ‘na- 
ture of cantaloupes, making it neces- 
sary to get them quickly loaded into 
ears under refrigeration and -on their 
way to eastern -markets, Southern. Pa- 
cific and Pacific Fruit Express forces 
have perfected their operations in-Im- 
perial Valley to clocklike precision. The 
supervisorial staff has had long :expe- 
rience and the new. men in ‘train -and 
station service and :on the icing -plat- 
forms soon fall into step with the fast 
tempo of the day-and night job: 
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Imperial Valley is served by Southern 
Pacific and its subsidiary lines, the San 
Diego -& Arizona Eastern, Inter- 
California, and Holton Inter-Urban. 
The cantaloupe district consists of 33 
miles of branch Hine from Calipatria to 
Calexico, and'two branches that junc- 
tion at Calipatria; one of 22 miles on 
the east side to Sandia, and the other 
14 miles on the west side to Westmor- 
jJand. Also the 1014 miles of the Holton 
Inter-Urban from El Centro to Holt- 
ville. 

The great bulk of the traffic, about 
90% of the total, is routed eastward 
through Calexico, over the Inter-Cali- 
fornia line just below the Mexican bor- 
der, to Yuma where cars arere-iced and 
again sent on their way. 

Shipments destined for Pacifie Coast 
points are handled north to the main 
line at Niland and receive first re-icing 
at Indio. 

Advance Plans 


Preparations for handling the canta- 
loupe crop are made well in advance. 
Meeting with growers and shippers, and 
among themsclves, the railroad and 
Pacific Fruit Express representatives 
estimate the number of cars required to 
handle the crop. The yield of canta- 
loupes and probable periods of move- 
ment vary from year to year depending 
on the acreage, the dates planted, and 
weather conditions during the growing 
season. Even after the melons begin to 
ripen and shipping is under way, the 
factors of weather changes and com- 
petition met in eastern markets with 
melons from other sections of the coun- 
try, may greatly alter the requirements 
for refrigerator cars. As a consequence 
all preparations must: be highly flexible. 
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Healthful Food 


The cantaloupe is an excellent 
summer food for several reasons. It 
is low in calories and does not heat 
the body as richer foods do. It has 
a distinctly cooling effect, when 
served ice cold, due.to the 89144% 
water content. Its fibre helps to 
keep the constitution normal. 

Cantaloupes are a good source of 
vitamins and mineral salts, and are 
highly alkaline. They are therefore 
excellent in combating a tendency 
to acidosis where a low protein and 
low fat diet is necessary. When 
used liberally they tend strongly to 
free the system of excess acid and 
help to prevent and cure chronic 
diseases in general. They are espe- 
cially valuable in rheumatic cases. 

Grown and ripened in an abun- 
dance of sunshine, cantaloupes have 
high sugar content, valuable to the 
system as a tonic. Cantaloupes arc 
good for a person’s well-being, be- 
eause they are protective and 
delicious.

Last season the first carload of eanta- 
loupes was shipped on April 27 and the 
last one on August 16. This ycar the 
ripening started earlier, and the first 
car went out on April 19. By May 25, 
the volume had passed 100 cars a day. 
The peak day of last year came on 
June 15 with 251 cars. The all-time 
high for one day was 647 cars on June 
27, 1922. 

Refrigerator cars apportioned to the 
Imperial Valley “deal” are moved to 


Tucson during the several weeks prior 
to opening of the shipping season, where 
they are cleaned and repaired ready for 
service. They are then moved into the 
Valley and placed on storage tracks to 
await call. Before the cars are loaded 
with melons, they are switched to one 
of the P. F. E. platforms and the 
bunkers at each end of the car filled 
with chopped ice. Each car requires 
514 tons for this initial icing. The cars 
are then spotted at the shipper’s pack- 
ing shed. When loaded they are again 
switched to the P. F. E. platform for 
re-icing, aud are then ready for assem- 
bling into trains for their fast dash to 
to distant. markets. 


Cars Diverted Enroute 


In a great many cases shipments do 
not move through to the destination 
and consignee as originally billed. Pur- 
chases and sales are often made while 
cars are enroute and the waybills must. 
necessarily be changed. Or the condi- 
tion of the eastern market may cause 
the shipper to change the destination 
of his car. This operation is called “di- 
version” and is handled in the originat- 
ing district by the Pacifie Fruit Express. 

The Central Diversion Office of the 
P. F. E. in Imperial Valley is located at 
El Centro, where teletype equipment 
has direct connection with 1 Paso for 
eastbound shipments, and with Los 
Angeles for the westbound movement. 
Frequently a car may be given two or 
more diversions. During the 1935 sea- 
son when 9833 carloads were handled 
out of Imperial Valley, the El Centro 
P. F. EL office telegraphed 10,883 
diversions. 

To handle the icing of cars, Pacific 
Fruit Express has two icing platforms

with capacity for 58 cars at Brawley, 
two platforms for 48 cars at E! Centro, 
and one platform for 50 cars at Calex- 
ico. Ice manufactured in 300 pound 
cakes at the large plants adjacent to 
the platforms, is moved -by conveyor 
chains along the platforms where the 
crews of icemen spike the large cakes 
off the conveyor, slide them over to the 
bunker hold and, with a scries of well 
aimed strokes with a steel fork, crack 
the ice cake into several pieces as it 
drops into the hole. 

Rail operations in the Valley are 
under direction of the trainmaster of 
the Indio-Calexico district, who moves 
his headquarters to Brawley during the 
cantaloupe movement. Four assistant 
trainmastors and a general yardmaster 
at Calexico, are his lieutenants. 

With so many packing sheds in the 
widely scattered districts in the Valley, 
the placing of empty cars and hauling 
out of loads approaches being a freight 
run rather than a switching operation. 
At the height of the season the move- 
ment of switch engines up and down the 
Valley is almost continuous; the hum 
of constant activity never stops, day or 
night. 

Southern Pacific uses 150 additional 
men during the melon season, in addi- 
tion to the men handling increased 
yard engine and train operations out- 
side the Valley. Pacific Fruit Express 
has 130 men on the icing platform jobs 
and in the boarding houses maintained 
for P, F. E. employes. 

There is a vast amount of clerical 
work, Bil} clerks at the principal sta- 
tions start typing their waybills early 
in the afternoon and continue until the 
fast train leaves the Valley, which 
means three or four o’elock in the morn- 
ing during the heavy movement. 

Aside from the train operations, Pa- 
cifie Fruit Express activities, and sta- 
tion clerical work, there is the very 
important solicitation and shipper- 
contact work done by the district 
freight and passenger agent and staff. 


“SUN-TAN”: Popular Train 
Resumes Summer Service 


The famous “Sun-Tan Special,” op- 
erating from San Francisco and Oak- 
land to Santa Cruz, started its summer 
run May 30. 

Inaugurated in 1929, as a special 
train from San Jose and’ officially 
christened in 1930, the Sun-Tan, with 
its fast service and low roundtrip fares 
quickly captured the public’s fancy. 
In 1932 its operation was extended to 
San Francisco and accommodated 5957 
passengers during the season.

Income Shows Gain During First Four Months 


For the four months ended April 30, 
1936, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$57,351,635 or $8,743,009 over the 
same period for 1935, or 18 per cent in- 
crease. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $44,849,902 
or $6,183,142 over the same period for 
1935, or 16 per cent increase. 

After deducting Tax accruals of 
$4,636,219, net rentals paid for use of 
equipment and joint facilities amount- 
ing to $2,610,567, there was left Net 


Railway Operating Income of $5,254,- 
947, or $1,469,279 over the same period 
for last year, or an increase of 39 per 
cent. 

Net Railway Operating Income is the 
amount left after paying the expenses 
of operating the property as shown 
above. From this must be paid interest 
on bonds and Equipment Trust notes 
in the hands of the public, interest on 
the borrowed funds, as well as improve- 
ments to the property and dividends, if 
any. No dividends have been paid 
since Jan. 2, 1932. 


In the Hall of Transportation, 
Southern Pacific Plaza occupies 2000 
square feet of space wherein is featured 
the famous “talking map,” and other 
interesting railroad exhibits.
